Up to the present time only 
fifty contractors, employing 700 men 
and 300 girl operatives, have made 
settlements.

LAKCASTKB, Pa., Aug. IT.—Three men 
were killed, fifteen or more injured 
and several buildings demolished by 
the explosion of twenty-five pounds of 
dynamite at New Holland, Fa, this 
morning. 


The Pennsylvania Telephone com- 
pany is building a new line in that 
vicinity and had stored the explosive 
in the summer kitchen of the Eagle 
hotel. 
Early this morning Charles F. 
Cannon, an employe of the company 
and one of a gang just about to start to 
work, went to the summer kitchen to 
get out enough dynamite for the day's 
use. 


A few moments later there was a 
terrible explosion and one side of the 
summer kitchen was blown out. 
A big 
hole in another side had blood and 
fidsh on ragged edges and it is supposed 
Ihit Cannon's body was sent through 
there. The unfortunate man was blown 
to atoms, his stomach, having been 
found two blocks away. 
Up to a lato 
hour this morning neither his legs nor 
his head had been found. 


Frank Hammond, of Harrisburg, who 
was standing just outside of the build- 
ing, had every bone in his body broken, 
and was instantly killed. 


George CroBsmaE, of Steel ton, a water 
boy, was also standing near the build- 
ing and was so badly inj ured that he 
died while being brought to this city. 


Among those moat seriously injured 
are: Michael Wade, of Now Holland, 
who may die; Frank Lewis, of Lancas-

IS FOR FREE COINAGE. 


President Andrews, of Brown 
University, 


Oivc» n i s Views on the Silver <lnes- 
»ion—TJie Bankers and Money 
Power Opjkose Silver. 


N E . V Y O R K , Aug. 17.—The World's 
Denver, Col., special says: 
"The Rev. 
Henry W. Pinkham, pastor of the 
First Baptist church here and a friend 
of President Andrews, of Brown uni- 
veraity, recently wrote to Mr. Andrews, 
asking these questioDs: 


"1. Do you favor the free coinage of 
silver at at the ratio of 10 to 1 by the 
United States without waiting for aid 
from the other nations? 


"2. Could the United States, having 
adopted euch free coinage, maintain 
the practical parity of the gold and 
the silver dollar? 


"3, Would not free coinage by the 
United States alone lead to a complete 
displacement of our gold? 
Why not? 


"4. Would not the effect of the re- 
cent increased production of gold as 
compared to silver be counterbalanced 
in the event of free coinage by the 
stimulus thus given to silver mining 
and by the influx of foreign silver? 


"5. 
Would not the advantages of 
free coinage be more than negatived 
by the injury to our credit, thus caus- 
ing a withdrawal of foreign capital? " 


In reply, President Andrews has 
written: 


"My Dear Pinkham—I was delighted 
to receive your letter of the 6th, and 
will endeavor to answer your questions 
in their order as well as 1 can. 


"1. I do. 
"2. I believe eo. 
"3. I do not think so. People would 
not hoard or export gold in face of a 
movement certain to cheapen gold. 
It 
seems to me rather likely that the 
rehabilitation of silver by us would be 
the occasion of 
setting 
free« vast 
amounts of gold now hoarded for mili- 
tary and other purposes. 


"4. This is parity answered under 
the last. 
Further, there would be no 
influx of foreign silver. 
Undoubtedly 
free coinage by us would increase the 
total amount of silver produced, but 
the new silver could not be mined at 
so low a marginal cost as at present 
prevails. 
The marginal cost would be 
on the contrary increased with the out 
put, so that all tendency from this 
source to lower the gold price of silver 
would be negatived. 
The very prolific 
silver mines now are very few. 


'5. Quite the reverse. 
After a first 
shock our credit would improve after 
frea coinage. 
It is our present course 
which must speedily lower our credit. 
How long could a man or a firm con- 
tinue to have credit who borrowed each 
year to pay a large portion of his run- 
ning expenses? 
Yet on a gold basis 
this course is inevitable, and that is at 
this moment the reason why foreign 
lenders are shy of our securities. There 
must be a change if we would avoid 
bankruptcy. 
V/ith free coinage every 
industry would look up, and even if we 
lost our gold our prosperity would 
invite in English capital, just as Japan's 
prosperity now causes it to rush there. 
Never sinca slavery days has the press 
in the parts of the country familiar 
to me displayed euch disregard for 
truth and such stubborn obtuseness to 
the most obvious considerations as it 
does at present on the silver question. 
This means that the money power 
seated in London, but with representa 
tives in New York, Philadelphia and 
Chicago, is determined to continue the 
appreciation of gold, and determined, 
therefore, that the facts shall not be 
known. 
The bankers and the press 
are almost entirely under its influence. 
I think the money question at the 
present time the greatest question of 
civilization.

Stillwell, president of the Kansas City, 
Pittsburg and Gulf railroad, is the first 
employer of any large number of men 
in this vicinity to begin an active and 
open political campaign among the 
men whose labor he hires.

Many of them 
have set bravely to work to unravel the 
mysteries of eionomic science in order 
that they may ñot be relegated to the 
realm of silence, and it is not an un- 
usual spectacle to see "Coin's Financial 
School" or some work of opposite 
views on the same table with the latest 
novel in my lady's boudoir.

woman reads wUh any sort of avidity is 
the gossip about the candidates' wives 
and their families, and the men them- 
selves enjoy this relief from the never 
ending political grind which every four 
years sets in in June and lasts until 
November. 


If the women ever come to the con- 
clusion that they want to vote bad 
enough to compel the men to grant 
them that privilege, about the first 
thing they will do will be to extend the 
term of the president and the interval 
between our national political battles.

THB ZEROGRÁPH. 


A Comblnad Telegcraphlo and 
wrltlDK Aiiparatna. 


Much interest; has been excited In 
this countr^'b^ the^ detailed accouhts 
of the success ill Eingìand of the new 
office instrument called the zerògraph. 
This device is virtually a typewriter 
combined with a telegraphic apparatus. 
It is, in fact, a telegraphic Ipstrument 
that, instead of printing dote and dash- 
es on a strip of' paper, typewrites a 
message on a sheet of letter paper at 
both ends of the wire simultaneously. 
The two machines are 
identical In 
every respect, and each can be used 
either ae a transmitter or a receiver. 
The operator depresses the keys, as in 
ordinary typewriting, and this causes 
a current from a local battery to dis- 
engage a balanced pen dai um in both 
macbines. There are various automat- 
ic devices for moving the paper, ad- 
justing the alignment, inking the let- 
ters, etc. The fundamental principle 
of the machine is that the record is 
printed at both ends of the line at prac- 
tically the same momenti - It differs 
further from otber telegraph printing 
machines In that it prints on an or- 
dinary sheet of paper in lines and 
paragraphs. 
It does not require an 
experienced telegraph operator, but can- 
be used by any one who typewrites. It 
can be adopted in private offices, like 
the telephone, and worked at all times 
of the day or night without the inter- 
vention of telegraph officials. It is au- 
tomatic in its action, and delivers its 
messages whether there is or is noe 
some one at the receiving end. It dis- 
penses entirely with clock work. It 
.can be worked on the exchange sys- 
tem. It comblnee, in fact, the func- 
tions of typewriter, telegraph and tele- 
phone. Its speed is greatly in its faVor. 
Instead of the ordinary, speed of 25 to 
30 words a minute, 40 words is to be 
the normal speed of the zerograph. If 
the machine comes anywhere near Jus- 
tifying the claims made for it, it will 
work a revolution in telegraphy, and it 
will not be long before every business 
office is provided with its zerograph 
in addition to its telephone and type-

Pochin« nh able seaman, leaped'overboard 
after the apprentice, but the latter

before Pochin could reach him. 
The res- 
cuer's position was now a serious one, for 
h e w a s i n grrat danger of cramp in the 
cold water. While the crew were manning 
the' boat the flicBt mate, Whistler, cfprang 
overboard with ;a life buoy and snoceedioa 
in zeaching Pochin. This poor' man was al- 
ready oh the point of sinking; but, With 
the hëlp of^the life-buoy, Whistler was able 
to keep him ^p. 


Meanwhile considerable delay had oocur- 
red in the dispatch of thé boat, and when 
she was launched so many men. crowded 
Intq her that she capsizedi 
The boat was 
soon righted, however. 
All this time the 
two men in the water were rapidly becom- 
ing exhausted, and they had made up thrir 
minds to abandon the life buoy and strike 
out side by side for the shi^ when they 
were confronted by a new, weiird danger. 


An immense albatross ^ e p t down ma- 
jestically on Pochin and Whistler, and, aft- 
er hovering round'quite cloSô to their 
heads, alighted on the water just beyond 
arm's length. 
There the great bird re- 
mained, staring them in the face and evi- 
dently only waiting until they had become 
a little more exhausted. In a few minutes, 
however, the boat reached the spot, and its 
crew drew their perishing shipmates out of 
the water. 


Amazing as it may seem, the two men 
had renoained in the p i e r c i n g cold water 
for upward of 40 minutes. 
Thè expectant 
albatross v^as greatly disappointed at the 
turn events had taken and bad to be driven 
off with a boathook. It was a remarkable 
fact that the attack of this bird contributed 
not a little to the saving of the lives of both 
Whistler and Pochin. 
This was because 
their vigorous efforts to beat oS the savage 
bird materially helped to keep their blood 
in circulation, thereby averting^ the fatal 
cramp.

The women of these United States 


have reason, above all others, to "wish 
for the termination of the presidential 
canvass. They are the chief sufferers 
from the agitation which now reigni 
supreme from ocean to ocean and frcm 
the lakes to the gulf. 
In those house- 


holds where there are voters, 
the 


wives, mothers and sinters must listen 
daily to a fbod of talk about platforms 
and candidates and principles and 
doctrines and ratios, and the like, all 
of which may be highly vital to the 
salvation of the country, but it is, 
nevertheless, a weariness of the spirit 
and is in a sense an imposition upon 
those whose convictions regarding

There is another way in which the 


rights of women suffer infringement 
during a great political contest, and 
that is in the change which is wrought 
in the newspapers. 
As a rule, the 


groat bulk of the public journals are 
devoted at such times as the present to 
the discussion of matters which are ol 
little or no interest to feminine readers. 
Column after column is occupied by 
the report of speeches which even the 
men olten pass by without reading. 
It 


would seem, by reading the newspapers 


now, 
that every interest was standing 


still with the exception of the cam- 
paign. It is not to be assumed that 
nothing happens excepting the move- 
ments of candidates and parties, but 
somehow everything else 
is 
over- 


shadowed by the great absorbing enter- 
prise of electing a president. 


This complaint does not imply that 


women have no interest whatever in 
public affairs, nor does it signify that 
they have no understanding of the 
issues under discussion. Many of them 
have set bravely to work to unravel the 
mysteries of economic science in order 
that they may not be relegated to the 
realm of silence, and it is not an un- 
usual spectacle to see "Coin's Financial 
School" or some work of 
opposite 


views on the same table with the latest 
novel in my lady's boudoir. 
But this 


is in the nature of compulsory educa- 
tion and is engaging in the pursuit of 
knowledge 
under difficulties. 
The 


only campaign news which the average 
woman reads with any sort of avidity is 
the goseip about the candidates' wives 
and their families, and the men them- 
selves enjoy this relief from the never 
ending political grind which every four 
years sets in in June and lasts until 
November. 


If the wocjen ever come to the con- 


clusion that they want to vote bad 
enough to compel the men to grant 
them that privilege, about the first 
thing they will do will be to extend the 
term of the president find the interval 
between our notional political battles.

Much interest has been excited in 


this countrV by tho detnilod accounts 
of the success in England of the new 
office instrument called the zcrograph. 
This device is virtually a typewriter 
combined with a telegraphic apparatus. 
It is, in fact, a telegraphic Instrument 
that, instead of printing dots and dash- 
es on a strip of paper, typewrites a 
message on a sheet of letter paper at 
both ends of the wire simultaneous'.)-. 
The two machines are 
identical in 


every respect, and each can be used 
either as a transmitter or a receiver. 
The operator depresses the keys, as in 
ordinary typewriting, and tills causes 
a current from a local battery to dis- 
engage a balanced penualum in both 
machines. There are various automat- 
ic devices for moving the paper, ad- 
justing the alignment, inking the let- 
ters, etc. The fundamental principle 
of the machine is that the record is 
printed at both ends of the line at prac- 
tically the same moment. It differs 
further from other telegraph printing 
machines in that it prints on an or- 
dinary sheet of paper in lines 
and 


paragraphs. 
It does not require an 


experienced telegraph operator, but can 
be used by any one who typewrites. It 
can be adopted In private offices, like 
the telephone, and worked at all times 
of the day or night without the inter- 
vention of telegraph officials. It is au- 
tomatic in Its action, and delivers Us 
messages whether there is or is noc 
gome one at the receiving end. It dis- 
penses entirely with clock work. It 
can be worked on the exchange sys- 
tem. 
It combines, in fact, the func- 


tions of typewriter, telegraph and tele- 
phone. Its speed is greatly in its favor. 
Instead of the ordinary, speed of 25 to 
30 words a minute, 40 words is to bo 
the normal speed of the zerograph. If 
the machine comes anywhere near Jus- 
tifying the claims made for it, it will 
work a revolution in telegraphy, and It 
will not be long before every business 
office is provided with its zerograph 
in addition to its telephone and type- 
writers.

CARE FOR YOUR HORSE. 


I'rotool Them From the Attnrks of 


Flics. 


Thooe who drive horses are aware of 


the great annoyance the animal has to 
sutler from the attacks of flies and 
moequitoes. Fish oil is highly recom- 
mended as a preventative lor the at- 
tacks of these vicious insects that since 
the recent rains have set in are more 
numerous than they have been known 
for years. Oil of pennyroyal, too, is 
said to be excellent, and in the absence 
of this peppermint will set as a fair 
substitute. Tbe manner of using the 
last two articles is to lub it^pu the hair 
of the animal in pbces that the insects 
are the most secure from being brushed 
or rubbed off by the animal itself. 
Fiah oil can be used more liberally, 
and by moistening a rug with it the 
application can be made wherever 
desired. We have also heard that a 
solution made by boiling the hulls of 
green walnuts, together with a quantity 
of the leaves of the tree, in water, 
makes an excellent wash for animals 
in fly time. 
This may be applied 


liberally every morning, and it has the 
advantage of being cheap and of but 
little trouble 1o procure.

BO numerous now that many thin- 
skinned horces suflnr terribly 
from 


thiHr bitea and it is not uncommon to 
see Mood fl')wiog Irom them, caused by
